Alfred M. (Pat) Corradi, who

three persons in Troy, Mo., will 
be examined by psychiatrists be- 
fore facing trial on the charges, 
it was announced today. 

Corradi, who is 18 years old, 
pleaded not guilty to three first- 
degree murder charges in an ap- 
pearance before Circuit Judge 
James F. Fleming in Troy. 

Both Corradi’s attorney and 
the prosecuting attorney in Troy 
requested that the youth be given 
the psychiatrict examination. 

Corradi, who is in Lincoln 
county jail, will be brought to St. 
Louis for the examination re- 
quested by his attorney. Later, 
the youth will be examined for 
the prosecution at the State Hos- 
pital in Fulton, Mo. 

Corradi has admitted the fatal 
shottings of Mr. and Mrs. Leroy 
Kappel and Mrs. Kappel’s sis- 
ter, Miss Rosetta Willis, in their 
farm home last Nov, 20.

Blaine avenue, where Morris 
formerly lived, and delivered 
them to Saitz. 

Detective Saitz was joined in 
posing as a member of the un- 
derworld by Detective Erwin 
Kleinecke, also. of the gambling 
squad. Kleinecke was present at 
the tavern when the plates were 
delivered. : 

United States Treasury Agent 
Garry Stigall said the aluminum 
plates are believed to have been 
part of the equipment of a 
counterfeiting gang which passed 
about 100 bogus $20 bills in the 
St. Louis area last October. 

Stigall described the plates as 
being of inferior workmanship 
and said they apparently had not 
been used. 

“Apparently the counterfeiters 
were afraid to print bills from 
the plates and tried to get $20,000 
for a bad job,” Stigall remarked. 

Members of the $20 bill coun- 
terfeiting ring were rounded up 
after an East Side barmaid de- 
tected a bogus bill. 


ESCAPED KANSAS CONVICT 
ARRESTED IN HOTEL HERE 


An escaped Kansas _ convict, 
under sentence for 15 years for 
armed robbery, was arrested by 
St. Louis detectives last night 
in the lobby of the York Hotel. 

The prisoner, George McFar- 
land Jr., of Kansas City, Kan., 
admitted, police said, that he 
had participated in six holdups 
in the Kansas City area since 
he escaped from a guard last 
June 17.

CHRISTMAS MAIL 
EXPECTED TO SET 
RECORD THIS YEAR 


The St. Louis Post Office ex- 
pects its biggest Christmas sea- 
son this year, Postmaster Claude 
I, Bakewell said today. 


Mail posted thus far is run- 
ning about 2,000,000 pieces ahead 
of this time last year and about 
equal to the record year of 1957. 
About 75,000,000 pieces were 
mailed here during the Christmas 
season last year and about 80,- 
000,000 two years ago. 


The amount of mail has be- 
come heavier each day since 
Dec. 1, Bakewell said. As of 
Saturday morning, the Post 
Office had sent out 23,602,000 
pieces. 

The main Post Office will re- 
main open from 7 a.m. to 10 
p.m. every day ‘until Christmas. 
Bakewell said all cards and gifts 
going to distant cities should 
be sent by air mail immediately. 
He urged St. Louisans to avoid 
‘‘a last minute pile-up.”

A total of 917 persons died in 
automobile accidents through 
Dec. 7, compared with 905 in 
the corresponding period last 
year. There were 978 traffic 
deaths in 1958.

glican denomination. Himself a 
Presbyterian, he was accom- 
panied by India’s President Ra- 
jendra Prasad, a Hindu. 

Then he flew to Agra, 110 
miles south of New Delhi, to see 
the Taj Mahal, an Indian village | 
and an agricultural institute. 

He returned to New Delhi for 
a quiet Junch in his suite at 
Rashtrapati Bhavan (President’s 
House). 

He and Nehru dined privately 
and held their final talks, which / 
lasted about two hours. 

In a farewell message he 
broadcast over All India radio 
the President said his visit had 
been ‘fone of the moving experi- 
ences of my life.” 

“IT take away the warmest and 
friendliést feelings,’ he said. 

At Agra, Mr. Eisenhower mo- 
mentarily turned from grim 
problems of today to contem- 
plate an old emperor’s memorial 
to his dead love.. 

Guided by Nebru. 

For 40 minutes, guided by 
Nehru; he walked. the gardens 
and marble terraces of the Taj 
Mahal here on the holy river 
Jumna. 

Then, behind a screen of hand- 
carved marble as delicate as 
white lace, he stood beside the 
sarcophagi. of the Mogul Shah | 
Jehan and his dead wife while a 
mullah filled the dome with | 
Shimmering echoes of the Arabic. 
cry, “Got Is Great.” | 

“I read about this when I was 
a very little boy in Kansas and | 
I have always dreamed of seeing | 
it,’ the President told Nehru. 
“This is one of the things I have 
looked forward to seeing as much 
as anything else on this trip.” 

“The Taj,” as Nehru calls. it, 
was built in the early 1600s by 
the old emperor as a mauso- 
leum for his wife Mumtaz Mahal. 
She died in 1630 after 18 years 
of marriage. 

The construction took 22 years 
and, the story goes, all other 
temple building in the empire 
was halted. Shah Jehan planned 
an exact replica, all in black 
marble, for himself on the oppo- 
site bank of the river, but was 
frustrated when his son cast him 
into prison in Agra’s Red Fort. 

Brilliant White Glare. 

India’s hot December sun was 
casting a brilliant white glare 
from the Taj’s four surrounding 
minarets and onion-shaped dome 
when the President and Nehru 
stepped through the red sand- 
stone entry arch. | 

“Get this vista,” Nehru’ said 
as the President gazed along the 
cypress-lined reflecting _pools 
through spraying fountains to) 
the facade 700 feet away. ~ 

“‘Isn’t that’ a beautiful place?” | 
Mr. Eisenhower said. ‘A lovely, 
lovely thing,” he murmured. 

Then, pointing to the minarets, 
he asked, “Are. they. watch- 
towers?’’ 

“No,”” Nehru replied, ‘‘they’re 
minarets and in my judgment 
the Taj would have been more 
beautiful without them.” 

“Well, I can’t quarrel with the 
architect who built this,’’ Mr. | 
Eisenhower said, .

The President Inconsistent 


No one has made the suggestion 
that future foreign aid should be ex- 
pressly conditioned upon the recipi- 
ent’s advocacy of birth control. The 
proposition which was raised by the 
Draper report is that when a for- 
eign nation specifically requests for- 
eign aid, the United States should 
be willing to grant our aid for that 
purpose if it is consistent with the 
political aims of the United Statés. 

It would seem that the statement 
of the President that the United 
States should take no governmental 
action in this field because it is con- 
trary to the religious beliefs of cer- 
tain segments of our population is 
inconsistent with the forceful action 
heretofore taken by the govern- 
ment regarding conscientious objec- 
tors. They would pay taxes to the 
government when part of the money 
is being used for the prosecution 
of war, which is contrary to the re- 
lizious beliefs of the conscientious 
objectors. : 

Similarly, orthodox Jews must 
pay taxes to the government for 
government inspection of pork when 
the use of pork as a food*is abhor- 
rent to the religious beliefs of those 
taxpayers. The fact that birth con- 
trol may run counter to the re- 
ligious belief of another minority, 
does not mean that such activity is 
not in the sphere of government if 
the purpose to be obtained is in the 
political interest of the United 
States. 

It is of course obvious that the 
United States does consider that 
“death control” is its business, 
since huge sums are spent every 
year by the government in various 
fields of public health. Part of the 
“birth control’’ problem is con- 
cerned with maternal health and, 
therefore, clearly comes in this 
sphere. 

To confine the political efforts of 
the United States only to “death 
control,”’ without giving any atten; 
tion to “birth control,” is really to 
give governmental sanction to ex- 
cessive population growth, with the

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Agenda in the Drug Probe 


Senator Kefauver says his investigation of 
drug prices has shown in its first series of 
hearings that Congress should consider new 
legislation, and we agree. Within a single 
week the pharmaceuticals industry’ has 
drawn a public picture of itself so unat- 
tractive that it seems doubtful whether its 
prestige will ever be the same again. 


When a bottle of arthritis pills can be 
bought by a drug house for $1.57, sold. to 
druggists for $17.90 and resold to the public 
for $29.83, something is wrong somewhere. 
An even more flagrant example was the pur- 
chase of a drug at ‘14 cents a gram and its 
resale to druggists at $15 a gram, a markup 
of 10,000 per cent. 

The manufacturers sought to justify this 
high profit on the ground that it is necessary 
to finance research into new medicines. They 
have failed to make a case for it. In the 
examples just mentioned no research was 
involved at all. Research costs of 8% per 
cent or so have been mentioned in the hear- 
ings, but that is a long way from profits of 
up to 10,000 per cent. 

The largest single expense of the major 
drug houses, the hearings have brought out, 
is not research at all, but traveling salesmen. 
These are the so-called “detail men” who 
high-pressure doctors into accepting new 
drugs and specifying them by proprietary 
name in their prescriptions. One drug house 
alone employs 730 of these people. 


We think the drug indtstry should ques- 
tion whether this is a proper method of mer- 
chandising drugs, and, if it does not, Con- 
gress should. 

Congress should question whether, by use 
of the drummer system and other devices, 
the major drug houses are restraining trade 
to shut out their smaller competitors. 


The Kefauver subcommittee itself should 
look further into the charge made by John T. 
Connor, president of Merck, that drug prod- 
ucts differ widely in purity and quality, and 
determine to its own satisfaction whether the 
charge is true or false. The Merck president 
had testified in effect that his company can 
get six times the price at which the same 
drug in the hands of his smaller competitors 
goes begging—because pharmacists have to 
rely on the reputation of their supplier for 
quality. 

If some drug concerns are violating the 
standards established by the U.S. Pharma- 
copoeia, they should be brought into line, 
with new legislation if necessary. If they are 
not at fault, the buying public — including 
druggists—should know that consumers need 
not pay multiple prices to get uniform quality. 

Finally, we think both the Kefauver sub- 
committee and Congress should give their 
best thought to the question how they can 
require drugs to be labeled so that the doctor 
can prescribe by generic rather than trade 
name and the patient can pay the lowest 
rather than the highest price charged for the 
same product. 


County Republicans Blunder 


St. Louis county’s Republican organization 
has blundered in permitting Mrs. Lynn Wulf- 
ing to resign as chairman of the central 
committee over the issue of internal reform 
of the county government. | 

Mrs. Wulfing stands for appointment of 
qualified professionals to head the county's 
various administrative offices. 

These offices now are run by elected poli- 
ticians of the most ordinary type, and they 
are staffed by patronage employes who are 
hired on the basis of the work they do for 
the party in power on election day. As a 
consequence the offices are tax eaters with 
insatiable appetites and the source of ex- 
tremely poor service, as is demonstrated 
daily in the office of County Collector Ralph 
Devereaux, who doubles in brass as chairman 
of the Democratic county central committee. 

The Democrats now are lapping up the 
courthouse patronage for the first time in 
years, and those who control the party ap- 
paratus can hardly be expected to sponsor 
reform. It is up to the Republicans to pro- 
vide independent voters with an acceptable 
alternative, which is exactly what Mrs. Wul- 
fing is trying to persuade her colleagues on 
the central committee to do. 

If county Republicans fail to provide such 
an alternative, they can expect to slide down 
the hill to political impotency in precisely the 
same way that the St. Louis Republican or- 
ganization did.

Lesson for St. Louis 
Memphis’s experience in converting a Mis- 


‘sissippi river island swamp into a thriving 


industrial park is both an example for St. 
Louis and a challenge. 

Like metropolitan St. Louis today, Memphis 
in the late 1940s found itself suffering from 
an acute shortage of plant sites that was stunt- 
ing its whole economy. Memphis’s answer 
to this need, detailed in Sunday’s Post-Dispatch 
by Harry Wilensky, was to create an industrial 
district on a barren island off the city’s river- 
front. 

Can St. Louis reclaim the swamp- and flood 
land at Columbia Bottoms and transform it 
into a productive facility similar to that at 
Memphis?. The Bottoms has a potential sev- 
eral times that of the present Memphis Harbor 
project, it enjoys a superior location and far 
better rail connections. From an engineering 
point of view the Bottoms offers no substan- 
tial problems, The acreage can be leveed, 
sewered, provided with rail, road and river 
connections and the ground otherwise fully 
developed at costs believed to be competitive 
with improved parcels elsewhere in this area. 

Financing is the big problem. If the Indus- 
trial Park Corp. which the Chamber of Com- 
merce has set up to exploit the Bottoms could 
develop and sell off the acreage rapidly, the 
project would pay for itself. The metropoli- 
tan community would gain thousands of 
new jobs. 

What the project may need to make it 

virtually a sure thing is public participation. 
Memphis Harbor attracted federal aid which 
ultimately will run to some $20,000,000; Mem- 
phis and Shelby county are committed to 
putting up another $28,000,000. The Bottoms 
project here, as presently planned, would be 
handled entirely from private purses. 
' If St. Louis and St. Louis county—especially 
the county—could participate to the extent 
of, say, $10,000,000, the Bottoms could be 
pushed through to completion with minimum 
risk—and with every, chance that ultimately 
it would repay every penny advanced from 
public sources. 

Fully developed, the Columbia Bottoms in- 
dustrial park might add upwards of $300,000,- 
000 in new taxable wealth to the county’s tax 
base. This’ would be an increase of 25 per 
cent. Imaginative and aggressive leadership in 
the courthouse would rise to this opportunity. 


A Good American Voice

A Broader Shield 


The establishment of Blue Cross and later 
Blue Shield were significant steps toward 
overcoming the difficulties involved in pay- 
ing medical expenses. By pooling risks 
through group insurance, these plans under- 
took to relieve a great many persons if not 
of the dread of illness, at least the dread of 
its cost. . , 

In view of the sharp rise of those costs, 
however, catastrophic illnesses can still be 
ruinous for many an individual, even though 
he has health insurance. 

A number of insurance companies in fe- 
cent years have offered protection against 
this hazard, but it is perforce expensive. It 
has always seemed that Blue Cross and Blue 
Shield, as non-profit organizations, might 
offer a more economical policy. And this is 
what they are about to do in St. Louis next 
February. A joint plan, to be called Major 
Medical, will be offered to those in the basic 
Blue Cross and Blue Shield groups. : 

This will supplement the present coverage. 
Patients will have to pay part of their ex- 
penses, perhaps 20 per cent, but Major Med- 
ical will pay the rest up to a maximum 
perhaps as high as $10,000, and it will do so 
as Many times in a year as may be necessary. 
The actual figures and other details have not 
yet been announced, nor has anything been 
said about its cost. So final appraisal must 
be delayed. 

It will take even longer to find out how 
‘well the plan will work. There are experts 
in the field who believe it must be national 
rather than local in scope to be successful. 
And there are those who fear that like other 
health insurance plans, it may: be abused by 
some doctors, hospitals and patients. Yet 
experience with Blue Cross and Blue Shield 
should suggest safeguards against that. Ma- 
jor Medical ought to be worth a try, at least.

Dangerous Medicine. 


I do not see how this revolu- 
tion, which must go deeply into 
the Indian social system and the 
Indian culture, can be brought 
about by the persuasion of ex- 
perts alone. I would suppose 
that it would require the organ- 
ized pressures. of a_ popular 
movement under government 
leadership so dynamic and SO 
purposeful that it can inspire 
people to do voluntarily the 
kinds of things that in Commu- 
nist China are done by compul- 
sion. 

Such popular movements are 
always dangerous. They can get 
out of control. They can be ex- 
ploited by demagogues and fa- 
natics, and they can erode the 
kind of parliamentary democracy 
which India enjoys. I do not 
like the ‘medicine, which in too 
big doses, is a poison. But this 
would. not be an honest report 
if I did not raise the question 
whether the strong medicine 
may be needed. 

I am afraid it is. For India 
does not have all the time in the 
world to solve its basic prob- 
lems by the education of its

JAKARTA, Dec. 14 (UPI) — 
The Indonésian government ac- 
cused Communist China yester- 
day of interfering in Indonesia's 
domestic affairs.

THERE’S FUN AHEAD—that 
joyous season of good will and 
hospitality is closer than you 
realize. (Does it surprise you 
that Christmas eve is just 10 
days from today?) Much of the 
holiday fun will center around 
buffet tables, since this form of 
entertaining has captured the 
fancies and the hearts of host- 
esses and guests alike. 


Today’s food section is a sort 
of ‘buffet table’ itself, filled 
with a wide variety of dishes 
from which to make your selec- 
tion, Because canapes are so 
papuler at this time of year, 
there is a collection of recipes 
for several types. Molded salads 
have been given almost equal 
billing, because they fit so per- 
fectly into entertaining plans at 
this time of the year. Then a 
few little extra ideas have been 
addd, as a sort of garnish for 
your party table. 

In planning your menu, 
whether it may be for the 
simplest of “open houses” or 
an elaborate buffet supper, 
do keep two thoughts in 
mind. First, it’s the happy 
relaxed hostess who gives 
the best party, and advance 
preparation is her secret. 
Second, strive to make your 
food as colorful and gay as 
the Christmas decoration — 
but plan the color as care- 
fully as the recipes so that 
you don’t wind up with a 
hodgepodge more garish than 
pleasing. : 

What to serve for a simple hol- 
iday ‘“‘at-home” party? All you 
really need is a variety of “‘nib- 
bles”, colorful but easy-to-make 
hors d’oeuvres, Christmas cook- 
ies and beverages. 

If you are serving non-alcoholic 
beverages, you may want to 
make a punch to be served from 
a punch bowl.

A 
few kinds of filters can be 
washed off with a garden hose. 

Many filters cannot be cleaned 
but must be replaced when they 
become badly soiled. Replace- 
ment filters are sold at heating 
contractors and through heating 
and mail order houses. It is best 
if you know the make and model 
number of your furnace when 
buying’ new filters so that you'll 
be sure to get the correct type. 
It’s also wise to buy several 
filters at one time. In this way, 
you won’t have to go shopping 
around the next time the filter 
needs changing.

Marlene Dietrich

explain what IT is, Marlene Dietrich is having a great success 
st the Theatre de |’Etoile in Paris. Miss Dietrich, who wowed 
them in Las Vegas, killed them in London, murdered. them 
in South America, is 
smashing them in Paris, 


of the most lethal perform- 
- ers in the business. 

iy We went to visit Miss 
Dietrich at her Hotel Lan- 
caster suite a few hours 
before a performance. The 
suite had in the past week 
become a jungle of flowers 
and it was very hard to 
find the singer among all 
the foliage. 

“There were a lot more,” 
she apologized, as we 
plowed our way through 
three dozen long-stemmed 
roses, “but we had to 
throw them out because 
the maids couldn’t clean 
the room.” 

Miss Dietrich said she 
was very happy with the 
reception she was getting in Paris. The theater was sold out 
for every performance and the customers were standing three 
deep in the back, and she said she has never heard such 
beautiful sounds as the stamping of French feet in the balcony 
after every number. 

“I have an emotional feeling for Paris,’’ she said. ‘‘I’m 
singing for much less money here than I do anywhere else. 
The people are wonderful.” 


MARLENE DIETRICH 


Miss Dietrich picked up a handful of French 
reviews. “This ‘is the review I liked the best. It 
appeared in Paris-Presse, and the reviewer, after 
talking about my opening night in which I appeared 
in front of a gala French audience, whom Maurice 
Chevalier called the toughest in the world, ended by 
saying as I exited: ‘The lion tamer left the cage’.” 

She showed us another. “They called me a clown. 
Pve always thought of myself as a clown, but the 
French were the first to recognize a clown quality 
in my performance. If someone in America called me 
a clown, I'd probably be hurt, because Americans 
don’t take their clown seriously. But if the French 


call you a clown you can consider it a very high 
compliment.” 


“Why do you consider yourself a clown?” 

“Because I think I’m funny. I’m funny in life. I have 
what Hemingway calls the gallows humor—I only make fun 
of - myself.” 

“But you’ve never been funny in movies,” we said. 


“They wouldn’t let me,”’ she said sadly. “They always 
wanted me to be sexy. Perhaps they were right. My own 
sense of humor can be funny, but I’m not sure I could get 
laughs with other people’s lines. I wrote my entire act. Orig- 
inally, I used to just come out and sing, but then I heard 
that people wanted to hear me talk. Everyone always wants 
to know how I got in films and so I decided if they wanted to 
hear me talk I would tell them about that. 


“When I first came out in my dress and furs I imagine 
the people are a little frightened of me. But when.I tell them 
I got my job in ‘The Blue Angel’ by singing ‘You're the 
Cream in’ My Coffee,’. the barrier between the audience and 
myself is down. I also tell them why I went te America. It was 
because I decided Americans wrote the greatest lyrics in 
the world. Songs like ‘Blue Heaven’ to me are sheer poetry. 
I’m an incurable romanticist and I have always felt Americans 
don’t listen to their own lyrics. I say this in my act and now 
people listen to the lyrics and they applaud them. 


“Even the French are very amused when, after I give 
American lyrics such a buildup, I sing ‘See What the Boys in 
the Backroom Will Have’.” 


Miss Dietrich divides her act up into two parts. 

In the first part she appears in her famous gown, 

which gives the: audience the feeling she isn’t wearing 

too much of anything. In the second part she comes 
out in white tie and tails. 

“You could say,” she said, “that my act is divided 

between the woman’s part and the man’s part; the 


woman’s part is for men and the man’s part is for 
women.” 


She explained why she dressed in tails. “‘It gives tremen- 
dous variety to the act and changes the tempo. I have to 
give them the Marlene they expect in the first part, but I 
prefer the white tie and tails myself. You know, it’s a great 
tradition in Europe for a woman to wear white tie and tails 
on the stage, so it’s not so farfetched as you might think. 
Then, as I said before, I’m crazy about lyrics, and there are 
just certain songs that a woman can’t sing as a woman. 

“It isn’t right to sing ‘I’ve Grown Accustomed to Her 
Face’ or ‘One For My Baby’ or ‘Whoopee’ as a woman, and 
I refuse to change the lyrics. So by dressing in tails I can 


sing songs written for men. I think some of the best songs 
have been written for them.”

HENRY D. BARNSTORFF 
opened the door of Laboratory 
302 in Monsanto Chemical Co.’s 
organic chemicals division re- 
search department, and twelfth 
grader David Wayne looked as 
eager as a first grader set loose 
in a candy store. Barnstorff in- 
troduced research chemist Sam- 
uel Joyce, who was busily work- 
ing at a machine called a Ban- 
bury Roll Mill which is used in 
screening work on plasticizers. 

In the process under way, 
Barnstorff explained, a liquid is 
mixed with resin and is put on 
the heated Roll Mill. To the un- 
initiated, it looked as if Joyce 
were stirring a cup of powdered 
sugar with a spatula, but when 
the mixture was rolled between 
the two cylinders it oozed up 
like bubble gum and then 
emerged as thin sheets of 
plastic. 

We watched fascinated, stu- 
dent David Wayne most of all. 
‘Plastics and Range of Temper- 
ature’ is the subject of the ex- 
periment on which he’ll be work- 
ing with Barnstorff as his ad- 
viser. David is among the for- 
tunate students who have been 
chosen to participate in the Mu- 
seum of Science and Natural 
History career science program. 

On the theory that careers in 
science do not happen by chance, 
the Academy of Science and the 
National Science Foundation 
have developed this program to 
give talented high school stu- 
dents an opportunity to do or- 
iginal research under the guid- 
ance of an expert in their chosen 
field. 

The program was set up short- 
ly after the Academy of Sci- 
ence opened the new Museum of 
Science and Natural History at 
Clayton and Big Bend roads, un- 
der Murl Deusing’s direction. 
Donn Brazier, educational super- 
visor, and Vearl Collins have se- 
cured 96 advisers from 46 in- 
stitutions and industries. Includ- 
ed are men from chemical and 
other laboratories, from colleges 
universities and hospitals, from 
the Weather Bureau, Water De- 
partment, Medical Society, Mis- 
souri Botanical Gardens, County

Moonwatchers. Of 80 possible 
projects outlined, 31 have fixed 
on a point of research, 13 are 
in progress and conferences for 
11 have been arranged.

Eleanor Roosevelt 
Hunger in India 
? SARASOTA, Fla., Dec. 14. 


ONE ONLY HOPES that President Eisenhower’s realiza- 
tion of the hunger problem in India will lead to some changes 
in our own agricultural policy, since the first area where 
we could move to held with the world’s food supplies is 
by a change in our own policy at home. 

Prime Minister Nehru evidently has great hopes for the 
President’s influence to be extended to affect the good of 
the world. In turn, we cannot help hoping that the President 
will see many things on this trip which will lead upon his 
return to new understanding of the problems which we must 
help other people in the world to face and solve for them- 
selves. 


Everyone must meet his own problems, but some- 
times the solution is very’ much longer in coming 
about if you cannot have help from outside sources. 
Other countries may have already conquered certain 

« difficulties and learned certain ways of meeting the 
problems which confront a new nation in its struggles 
to achieve better standards of living. 


SECRETARY OF STATE HERTER left on Saturday for 
a meeting of. the North Atlantic Alliance in Paris. 

This is rather a crucial meeting, since it will determine, 
I believe, how closely the West is going to work together. 
If they decide to work closely they will be stronger at the 
summit meeting. 


Secretary Herter is prepared to pledge again that 
the United States will fulfill in full its share of the 
NATO commitments this fall; but I think it is reason- 
able to expect that our Western Allies, who are more 
prosperous than they were at one time, should also 
accept their share of the defense burden. So far 
NATO has been almost entirely considered a military 
alliance—a defense in Europe against possible Com- 
munist military aggression. : 


President De Gaulle’s new continental policy has made 
the joint defense situation much more complicated. To many 
of us, the strength of NATO depends more upon the broaden- 
ing of its base to bring about closer economic and cultural 
co-operation between the countries of the West. The chances 
are that military forces in Europe must remain there as a 
deterrent to any possible aggressive moves. However, since 
any aggression that is ever threatened now seems to be 
first directed against the United States, the actual military 
danger to Europe seems to those countries less important; and 
if we are to draw closer together it probably must be along 
economic and cultural lines. These are complicated situations 
which must-be worked out with care and imagination, and 
the closeness with which the Western countries can work 
together will make a difference in their ability to cope with 
clear-cut Soviet policies at any summit meeting.
